II. REMARKS 
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Formal Matters 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are pending after entry of the amendments set forth herein. 
Claims 2-7, 1 1 and 12 were examined. Claims 2-7 were rejected. Claims 1 1 and 12 were 
allowed. 

Claims 2-7 are canceled without prejudice to renewal, without intent to acquiesce to any 
rejection, and without intent to surrender any subject matter encompassed by the canceled claims. 
Applicants expressly reserve the right to pursue any canceled subject matter in one or more continuation 
and/or divisional applications. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the application in view of the remarks made 

herein. 

Allowable subject matter 

Applicants note with gratitude that claims 1 1 and 12 were deemed allowable. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C.Sl 12. first paragraph 

Claims 2-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C.§112, first paragraph, as allegedly lacking enablement. 

The Office Action stated that the specification does not reasonable provide enablement for 
making a deletion in the entire range of 15 kb to 3000 kb. Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 
Applicants' reasons for traversal of this rejection have already been made of record, e.g., in the 
amendment, filed on March 22, 2004 and responsive to the September 23, 2003 Office Action. 

Nevertheless, and solely in the interest of expediting prosecution, claims 2-7 are canceled 
without prejudice to renewal. 

Applicants submit that the rejection of claims 2-7 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, has 
been adequately addressed in view of the remarks set forth above. The Examiner is thus respectfully 
requested to withdraw the rejection.
